YNs ages 13 to 22 stay in a 
Colorado College dormitory with a group of experi- 
enced chaperons and mentors. Along with attending 
classes, YNs participate in a variety of special activities 
and events. 

The winners will be adult or YN collectors who are 
members of the PNNA and complete the application.

PNNA Board Meeting Minutes 

October 17, 2015, Portland, Oregon 

Members in Attendance: Danny Bisgaard, Presi- 
dent; James Reinders, Vice President; Scott Loos, 
Treasurer; John Brown, Secretary; Directors — James 
Free, Ron Engholm, Rick Schulz, Ed Fischer, Lisa

Members Absent: Dan Vornbrock, Director; Tony 
Kalt, Director. 

Guests in Attendance: Walter Ostromecki, Susan 
Reinders, Sue Tanaka, Lance Nesemann and Wendy 
Gruner. 

The board meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Danny Bisgaard at 6:07 p.m. Danny welcomed the 
members and guests. 

Secretary’s Report: Danny noted that a typing 
error was made and corrected under Show Security 
PNNA Photo Badges. James R. presented a badge pol- 
icy but came out as “James R. he presented.” A motion 
was made, seconded (Dennis R./Mark G.) and ap- 
proved to accept the Aug. 1 Board Minutes. No new 
correspondence was received or presented by John B. 

Treasurer’s Report: Scott L. presented his report 
for the first 9 months of 2015 with total revenues of 
$51,678.56, total expenses of $48,263.12, and total 
cash balances of $69,797.62. Motion was made, sec- 
onded (Mark G./Lisa L.) and approved to accept as 
read. 

Committee Reports: 

Convention - Kevin noted that the new badging 
system was going well, and suggested that the only two 
show badges acceptable at the PNNA shows will be 
either the ANA badge or the PNNA badge. James R. 
reported that only about 12 badges needed to be reis- 
sued at this show, and that minimal badging is expected 
from this time forward. Danny B. mentioned that all 
Life Members need their badges if attending the shows. 
Danny B. noted that security went smoothly, and 
Danny walked the parking structure four times. 

Exhibit - Eric H. reported that only 6 exhibits 
were submitted for the Portland Show. Dennis R. com- 
mented that their new location was better than before. 
Eric noted the exhibit winners were: (see page 8) 

The first place prize awarded to Gawain O’Connor 
was a PNNA 3 -piece medal set. 

Membership - Danny B. brought up and read 
Article 3, Section 3 of the PNNA Constitution and By- 
Laws revised 4/14/2012 which states that “Honorary 
life membership will be awarded only by vote of the 
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membership at an annual meeting except that as each 
president leaves office s/he may be elevated to honor- 
ary life membership by the incoming board of direc- 
tors.” This was not included in the criteria presented by 
the membership committee at the Aug. 1 meeting in 
Chehalis, Wash. Danny B. asked that a revised draft be 
redrawn and presented at the next board meeting to be 
held on 1/16/2016 at Kent Commons for approval. 
Danny noted to James F. that these changes will go out 
with the ballot at the time of the new 2016 elections. 
Danny B. mentioned that the Board of Directors should 
have the authority to approve Honorary Life Member- 
ships. 

Outreach: 

YN/Scouting - James R. noted a low scout turnout 
at this Portland Show with only three scouts receiving 
their merit badge and five others left early. James R. 
plans to run the scouting clinics at our upcoming 
shows. 

Education - Gawain O. requested that any poten- 
tial speakers be forwarded to him for the next PNNA 
Show. 

Election - Danny B. reminded everyone to email 
him with their desire to run or not on the new PNNA 
Board of Directors Ballot in the spring of 2016. So far 
Danny reported that Lisa L. wishes to leave the board, 
James R. will be the new Pres, with Danny taking over 
the secretary position from John B. Most other board 
members agreed to run again in the next election. 

Publication - Nor ’wester Color Advertising 
Pricing - [The new pricing was previously approved.] 
Danny B. commented that all is going well, and Eric H. 
asked for increased usage of the website blog section. 

Awards - Danny B. asked that any nominations 
for any annual awards be forwarded to Danny or Eric 
ASAP. (See pp. 2-3 for award details.) 

Old Business: 

Elongated Cent Machine - Rick reported that the 
pinion gear on the machine is damaged and needs to be 
repaired. Parts have been ordered, and repairs will be 
done soon. 

Traveling Display Donations Update - Danny B. 
made a request for additional needed donations, and 
Rick S. asked for suggestions for changing the display 
presentation of all or part of the collection. Dennis R. 
apologized for accepting monetary donations of $10 
while volunteering at the Wash. State Fair. Danny B. 
asked for a list of the Fair volunteers from Rick S. 


New Business: 

Danny B. brought up the issue of a business called 
Northwest Plaza in Vancouver, Wash., who has been 
using The Nor ’Wester Show Calendar to advertise 
events held at their place of business, rather than a typi- 
cal show held off-site. It was suggested that anyone 
advertising should be a PNNA member. James R. 
stated that an established policy be established on web- 
site advertisings. James R. and Eric H. agreed to draft a 
policy to be presented for discussion and approval at 
the next board meeting on 1/16/2016 at Kent Com- 
mons. 

Danny B. commented on the great job Ed F. did as 
the new Convention Chair despite some issues that did 
pose challenges. Ed F. commented that the former 
show directors could have passed the baton a bit more 
smoothly in some instances. Many things did go very 
well, and Leila F. handled the hospitality suite and re- 
ceived numerous kudos for a job well done. The show 
turnout was good, and the dealers seemed quite 
pleased. 

Danny B. recommended that the PNNA Conven- 
tion Chair, President, etc. in charge sit down with the 
new Willamette Coin Club officers starting in January 
to discuss the 2016 Portland Show involvement since 
the profits have been going solely to the Portland Club. 

Guest Sue Tanaka brought up the security issue of 
dealers being followed after the shows, and robbed, so 
be alert. 

There being no further business, the motion was 
made, seconded (Ed F. and Dennis R.) and carried to 
adjourn at 7:10 p.m.

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Penny Press Hits the Road 

This has been a big fall season for the PNNA 
Penny Press (coin elongating machine). It has travelled 
to shows and events across much of Western Washing- 
ton and Western Oregon delighting kids of all ages. 

For seventeen days in September it held court at 
the PNNA-sponsored display at the Washington State 
Fair in Puyallup. This was the third year the Penny 
Press has been at the Fair, with each year cranking out 
a new dated design. This year’s design depicts the giant 
pumpkins that are so popular every year. Another new 
feature on this year’s Fair design is a PNNA canoe logo 
on the reverse. This reverse design was first used on the 
PNNA’s 75th Anniversary convention pressed penny 
last spring. 

Over 4,000 copper pennies were pressed into the 
familiar elongated shape.

The next stop on the Penny Press’ fall journey was 
Portland where the Press stood tall at the PNNA/ 
Willamette Coin Club Convention and Show. This an- 
nual weekend event is one of the biggest coin shows in 
the Northwest, and Portland is a great coin collecting 
town, so the Press saw a lot of people come through the 
doors. Once again it was a hit with the show’s visitors. 
The dated design used for this show was similar to the 
one used at the PNNA’s convention and show held last 
spring featuring a “big” 75th Anniversary logo on one 
side and the new PNNA canoe logo on the reverse. 

The third show this fall for the Penny Press was 
the two-day Everett Coin Club show in beautiful South 
Everett. The Everett show attracts a lot of kids who are 
attracted to the Press like moths to a flame. The Everett 
club, like other clubs where the Press has appeared, 
loves having us there and has invited us back the past 
three years. 


The latest appearance this fall for the Penny Press 
was at the Salem Numismatic Society Coin Show held 
the first weekend of December at the Oregon State 
Fairgrounds. This was the third time the Press has been 
to Oregon’s capitol city. Like the Everett club, they 
keep asking us back. SNS has had a new dated die de- 
sign made for each of the last three shows. This year’s 
design is a classic carousel horse representing the 
iconic Salem Riverfront Carousel. Like earlier designs 
this one includes the show’s dates. 

The Press will take a breather over the Christmas 
and New Year holidays then get back on the road for 
two shows in January. The first show will be the Boe- 
ing Employee’s Coin Club show, January 16-17, 2016, 
held at the Kent Commons. Two weeks later, January 
30, the press will be at the Olympia Coin Club show.

The PNNA’s Penny Press doesn’t have to stay 
west of the Cascades — it is available to all PNNA 
members and member clubs. It’s easy to get a die made 
for your club but it is not required to have the press at 
your show. The Penny Press is always a big hit where 
ever it shows up.

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Beautiful Commemoratives, North and 
South by Mark Benvenuto 

Commemorating some major event on coinage is 
an idea at least as old as the Roman Empire. A slew of 
different Roman emperors used their coins as a type of 
propaganda, placing their face prominently on the ob- 
verse, and commemorating some victory or other event 
on the reverse. The famous Judea Capta pieces are one 
well-known example of an emperor honoring himself, 
in this case Vespasian in his victory over the Judean 
people in the east. 

In the past few decades, both the United States 
Mint and the Royal Canadian Mint have commemo- 
rated quite a few famous events or worthy causes. And 
while assembling a full set of commemorative coins 
from north and south of the border would be an expen- 
sive proposition, we could rather take a look at what 
the most beautiful of these coins are, and try to put to- 
gether what might be called a “Set of Beauties.” This is 
one of those fun exercises that a person can dig into 
right as they begin collecting, or take up if they have 
been at it so long that their collecting seems to have 
become stale (perish the thought!). What we are going 
to aim for is three really attractive coins from each 
country. Of course, this means we can argue about 
which ones made the list, and which didn’t. But, for 
your enjoyment and thoughtful provocation, let’s look 
at three from each country. 

First the Royal Canadian Mint 

The 1958 British Columbia commemorative silver 
dollar makes the list. Yes, yes, there has been a great 
deal written about this particular dollar and the mean- 
ing of the totem images, but here we’re looking for 
something beautiful. And since the RCM has a longer 
history of what might be called modem commems, and 
since this is one of the earliest that is really quite artis- 
tic, it heads our list. 

The Pioneers of Powered Flight series also makes 
the list - with an apology that we’re cheating somewhat 
by putting ten in a spot where there might only be one. 
Any of us can argue that one particular design or an- 
other is better (or worse) than all the rest, but this group 
makes our list because of the idea of the gold cameo. 
No one had tried this before, at least not in this rather 
stunning manner. The gold cameo offsets the design 
very well, and makes and one of these $20 pieces an 
excellent addition to a growing set of beauties. 

The $300 platinum polar bear mother and cub of 
1990 also makes this list. Once again, you are free to 
cry “foul!” since this is a bullion coin and not a com- 
mem, but the overall image is simply beautiful, and 
well rendered. It is sometimes very difficult to put a 


living, breathing animal on a metal surface and make it 
look convincing, but this coin does it, and does it very 
well. 

Next, the United States Mint 

The U.S. commemorative program stretches much 
farther back than that of the RCM, but we’ll focus on 
what are called the modern commems, meaning those 
that have been issued since 1982. 

First, the 1986 Statue of Fiberty $5 gold piece 
makes the list. This is undoubtedly a beautiful coin, and 
the originality of the portrait makes it eye catching. 
Also, as far as gold goes, this is actually a rather afford- 
able piece, and so adding it to our lengthening list 
should not be too hard. 

Second, let’s add the 1988 half eagle for the Seoul 
Olympics. Many U.S. collectors cried “foul!” on this 
one long ago, since the U.S. wasn’t hosting the Olym- 
pics - and they felt they were just being milked or 
bilked for their money. But the classical image of Nike 
remains stunning even thirty years later. It’s really a 
pity that this design did not end up on a circulating 
commem, where everyone could have seen it. 

Third, the 2008 bald eagle commemorative dollar. 
Much like the RCM’s polar bear design, this dollar 
does an excellent job of a beautiful portrayal of the 
bird, which is actually quite a claim, considering how 
many eagles have perched on U.S. coins. 

What did we miss? 

Well, practically everything, of course! We missed 
all the great RCM issues of the last decade, as well as 
the older, but still gorgeous Olympic commems from 
the mid- 1 980’ s. Those Canadian Olympic commems 
still make a great series all by themselves. From the 
U.S. Mint we missed a horde of different issues, from 
those with formal, rather classic designs, like the Feif 
Ericson millennium dollar to many of the more mod- 
ernistic designs. We also bypassed the entire 1996 
Olympic series, which was monstrously large. 

The idea of making a short list of beautiful com- 
memorative coins from north and south of the border 
isn’t to start a squabble about what should or should 
not be on any list, though. It’s to make us think, to 
plant the seed, to prime the pump, as it were. Some of 
the coins we have mentioned cost only about $50. Oth- 
ers, such as the gold pieces, will cost a few hundred. 
But all of them can indeed be the seed for some new 
collecting, some new interests. Agree with what we’ve 
listed here, or disagree and make your own. But what- 
ever you do, enjoy!
